And  whereas  the  Minister  of  Lands  has  recom¬ 
mended  that  the  prayer  of  the  said  petition  be 
granted  : 

And  whereas  the  provisions  of  the  “  Water 
Act  ”  relative  to  such  petitions  have  been  complied 
with  : 

And  whereas  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
has,  by  Order  in  Council  made  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  “  Water  Act,”  been  pleased  to 
order  that  the  said  tract  of  land  situate  in  New 
Westminster  District,  and  hereinafter  more  par¬ 
ticularly  described,  shall  from  and  after  the  twenty- 
ninth  day  of  January,  1931,  be  constituted  an  im¬ 
provement  district  and  the  owners  thereof  a  body 
corporate  under  the  said  Act,  and  has  made 
further  provisions  to  the  tenor  and  effect  herein¬ 
after  appearing :

1.  That  certain  tract  of  land  in  the  New  West¬ 
minster  District  comprising  District  Lois  41(11, 
11(12,  4103,  11(11.  41<k"),  11(1(1,  4107,  41  OS,  1109, 
4170,  4  171,  4172,  4173,  4899,  4900,  and  4901  be 
constituted  an  improvement  district  and  the  owners 
thereof  a  body  corporate  under  and  subject  to  (In* 
provisions  of  the  “  Water  Act  ”  and  amending 
Acts,  and  under  and  subject  to  the  provisions 
hereinafter  contained  or  referred  to. 

Name,  Territorial  Limits,  and  Omjkcts  of 
tiie  District. 

2.  The  improvement  district  shall  be  called  and 
known  by  the  name  and  title  of  “  Wildwood  Light 
District.” 

3.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  comprise 
all  the  tract  of  land  hereinbefore  described. 

4.  The  objects  of  the  said  improvement  district 
are  the  acquisition  and  operation  of  licences  and 
works  for  the  storage,  diversion,  and  use  of  water 
for  generating  power,  and  for  the  distribution, 
delivery,  and  sale  of  electric  energy,  and  for  such 
incidental  purposes  as  are  authorized  by  the 
licences  the  district  may  acquire. 

Qualifications  of  Voters  at  the  First 
Election. 

5.  At  the  first  election  (he  persons  qualified  to 
vote  for  Trustees  shall  be  all  such  persons  as  are 
British  subjects  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years, 
and  are  owners  (as  defined  in  section  165  of  the 
said  Act)  of  land  within  the  territorial  limits,  or 
are  the  duly  qualified  agents  of  such  owners,  and 
are  not  of  Chinese,  Japanese,  or  other  Asiatic  or 
Indian  race. 

Number,  Qualifications,  and  Term  of  Office 
of  the  Trustees. 

6.  There  shall  be  three  Trustees  of  the  said 
improvement  district. 

7.  Any  person  qualified  as  hereinbefore  provided 
to  vote  at  the  first  election  shall  be  qualified  to  be 
a  candidate  for  election  as  Trustee  at  the  first 
election. 

8.  The  candidate  elected  as  Trustee  for  whom 
the  greatest  number  of  owners  (qualified  as  afore¬ 
said)  vote  at  the  general  meeting  called  pursuant 
to  clause  10  hereof  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual 
general  meeting  in  1934,  the  candidate  elected  for 
whom  the  second  greatest  number  of  the  said 
owners  vote  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  gen¬ 
eral  meeting  of  1933,  and  the  candidate  elected 
for  whom  the  third  greatest  number  of  the  said 
owners  vote  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  gen¬ 
eral  meeting  of  1932;  but  should  there  be  nomi¬ 
nated  no  more  than  the  three  candidates  for  the 
office  of  Trustee,  then  the  Returning  Officer  shall 
have  power  to  and  shall  declare  which  of  the 
candidates  elected  shall  hold  office  until  the  next, 
the  second,  and  the  third  succeeding  annual  gen¬ 
eral  meetings  respectively. 

First  Meeting  of  the  First  Trustees. 

9.  The  first  Trustees  of  the  said  improvement 
district  shall  first  meet  on  the  first  Monday  fol¬ 
lowing  their  election,  and  if  the  same  is  a  holiday, 
then  on  the  day  next  following  which  is  not  a 
holiday. 

Returning  Officer  and  iiis  Instructions. 

10.  Hcdley  Vicker  Price,  carpenter,  of  Powell 
River,  B.C.,  shall  be  Returning  Officer  for  the  first 
election  of  Trustees  of  the  said  improvement  dis¬ 
trict.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  call  a  general 
meeting  of  the  owners  of  land  within  the  improve¬ 
ment  district  who  are  qualified  to  vote  as  aforesaid 
for  the  purpose  of  electing  three  Trustees.  The 
Returning  Officer  shall,  at  least  four  days  before 
holding  the  said  general  meeting,  cause  to  be 
published  in  one  issue  of  a  local  newspaper  and 
likewise  cause  to  be  posted  in  three  or  more  con¬ 
spicuous  places  within  the  territorial  limits  a 
notice  signed  by  him  giving  date,  time,  and  place 
of  holding  the  said  general  meeting.  The  Return¬ 
ing  Officer  shall  have  power  to  determine  whether 
or  not  any  person  who  applies  to  be  allowed  to 
vote  for  Trustees  is  qualified  to  do  so.  The  mode 
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of  taking  the  votes  at  the  said  general  meeting 
shall  be  as  determined  by  the  Returning  Officer. 
The  Returning  Officer  shall  in  case  of  a  tie  vote 
have  a  casting-vote,  whether  qualified  as  aforesaid 
or  not.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  declare  the 
result  of  the  election  and  shall  return  the  names 
of  the  successful  candidates  to  the  Water  Board. 

11.  In  the  first  assessment  roll: — 

Class  A  shall  include  one  acre,  or  the  whole, 
whichever  is  the  lesser,  of  each  parcel  of 
land  within  the  territorial  limits  of  the 
improvement  district. 

Class  B  shall  include  all  cleared  land  within  the 
territorial  limits  of  the  improvement  district 
except  such  as  is  included  in  Class  A. 

Class  C  shall  include  all  uncleared  land  within 
the  territorial  limits  of  the  improvement  dis¬ 
trict  except  such  as  is  included  in  Class  A. 

12.  There  shall  be  no  obligation  upon  the  im¬ 
provement  district  to  provide  any  point  of  delivery 
or  connection  to  any  land  or  property  for  the 
delivery  of  electric  energy.  The  Trustees  may, 
however,  provide  a  point  or  points  of  delivery  or 
connection  to  any  land  if  the  owner  of  the  land 
makes  written  application  therefor  and  pays  to 
the  improvement  district  as  a  bonus  such  sum 
as  the  Trustees  may  consider  just  and  reasonable. 
The  owners  of  the  lands  to  which  points  of  delivery 
or  connections  are  provided  shall  provide  the  works 
required  to  carry  the  electrical  energy  from  the 
points  of  delivery  to  the  places  of  use. 

Special  Provisions. 

13.  Section  1SS  of  the  “  Water  Act  ”  shall  not 
apply  to  this  improvement  district,  and  the  fol¬ 
lowing  shall  apply : — 

“The  only  persons  qualified  to  be  nominated  and 
elected  and  to  hold  the  office  of  Trustee  of  this  im¬ 
provement  district  shall  he  such  as  are  British 
subjects  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and 
are  owners  (as  defined  in  section  165  of  the 
‘Water  Act’)  of  land  within  the  territorial  limits, 
or  are  the  duly  authorized  agents  of  such  owners, 
or  the  legal  representatives  of  owners  -who  have 
died,  become  insolvent  or  insane,  and  are  not  of 
Chinese,  Japanese,  or  other  Asiatic  or  Indian  race, 
and  are  not  indebted  to  the  improvement  district 
in  respect  of  any  taxes,  tolls,  or  other  charges 
which  have  been  owing  for  twelve  months  or 
longer.” 

14.  Sections  198,  200  to  206,  and  210  to  213, 
inclusive,  and  Schedule  B  of  the  “Water  Act” 
as  amended  shall  not  apply  to  this  improvement 
district,  and  the  following  provisions  shall  apply  : — 

“  An  annual  general  meeting  of  the  owners  of 
land  within  the  improvement  district  shall  be  called 
by  the  Trustees,  and  shall  be  held  between  the 
fifteenth  day  of  February  and  the  fifteenth  day  of 
March  at  a  place  within  or  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
improvement  district,  for  the  following  purposes  : — 

“(a.)  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  a  report  on 
conditions  of  the  works  and  a  statement 
of  the  financial  condition  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  district : 

“{h.)  To  discuss  with  the  Trustees  any  matter 
relating  to  the  works  or  finances  of  the 
improvement  district : 

“(c.)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees 
for  the  ensuing  year: 

“ ( d. )  To  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
vacancy  or  vacancies  among  (he  Trustees, 
and  to  elect  a  Trustee  to  succeed  the  one 
whose  term  of  office  expires  coincident 
with  the  holding  of  such  annual  general 
meeting. 

“A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  hy  the
